Reorganization of Committees
Is Planned in Manner to
End Seniority Rule.

Raising the slogan, “The hand of
Aldrich must not de allowed to rest
on the Democratic side of the Sen-
ate,” the progressive Democratic
Senators have remewed their effort
to force such reorganization of the
upper house as will strip the con-
servatives and reactionaries of au-
thority.
For a few weeks there has been an
armistice in this struggle. The coun-
sels of those who insisted there
should be harmony n'nons the Demo-
cratic Senators, lest Democratic con-
trol be jeopardized, seemed likely to
prevall.

Seek to Oust Old Leaders.

lina, chairman of the Finance Com-
mittes &onferencu ?re bsi:: n:lt:

dally In pursuence of this plan,
These conferences take the shape of
informal puwwows the cloakrooms
and (n various Senate offices. Wher-
ever two progressive Democrats as-
semble they take up the subject

If the plan of the progressive Dem-
cecrate goes through, the leader of
the Senate Democrats next sessjon Is
likely to be one of three men Sen-
ator Hoke Smith of Georgia, Senator
Gore of Oklshoma, or Senator John
W. Kern of Indiana. Howewver, other
progreasive  Democrats are being
congldered for the place, and the
avallability of various men is being
studied.

Instead of Senator Simmons, for
chairman of the Finance Committes,

COOL AND COLLECTED

Courtroom Is Packed to Ca-
pacity as Clubman De-
scribes Attack at Home.

AIKEN, 8, C. Feb. 6.—Holding to
the story ‘of a mysterious man who
struck down his wife and Alashed

her throat, Frederick O. Beach, New
York millionaire, today personally
presented his defense to the jury
which is trying him for the alleged
assault.

Beach was the first witness called
by the defense today. He was ap-
parently cool and collected and an-
swered questions of Attorney Byrnes
slowly and deliberately.

Court Is Delayed.

Court was delayed In opening today,
and it was not until nearly 10 o'clock
that Attorney Henderson, for the de-
fense, called Beach to the stand. He
and Mra Beach had been on hand
nearly half an hour, The defendant
wore & new dark green sult today, and
took the oath with composure.

The court room was Hterally packed
to capacity. BScores stood for an hour

Beach gave his age as fifty-seven. and
sald he regarded Alken as his home
Golng over the incidents en the night
of February 26 the wittess sald he, Mra.
Beach, and - Miss Marion Hollins, who
was visiting them, were alone at home
that night. Miss Holllne, he testified,
retired about 9 o'clock. Boon afterward,
while he and his wife were in the sit-
ting room, he reading & newspaper, they
heard a scream.

Already Formed.

In accordance with recommensations
of Health Officer W. C. Woodward and
Dr. Willlam M. Davidson, Superinten-
dent of Schools, the system of open-air
schools in the District probably wi]l
be extended in view of the beneficlal re-
sults shown to have been obtained by
puplls of the “fresh air classes™ at the
Blake and Stevens Schools.

For several months Dr. Arthur L.
Murray, of the Heaith Department, has
kept a record of the weight, height, and
genera] health conditions of the puplls
in the open-air schools. For purposes
of comparison a similar record was
kept of the conditions of pup’ls in one
of the ordipary grades, where the win-

dowu nre closed, the result being
I:‘Evor of the fresh alr treat-
mnt.

The first examination of pupils of the
fresh alir class of the Stevens school
was made November 7 and 8. A sec
examination was made January
which showéd a galn In welght among
all but two of the puplls, and these
two, although not gaining, did not lose.
The average galn in welght per pupil
was L8 pounds,

The children of the fresh alr class
of the Blake School were examined
November 4 and §, and again Janu-
ary 20 and 21. It was found that
twenty-seven puplls out of thirty
had gained in welght. The average
was 3.25 pounds. The childrem In
the school in which the windows
were closed wgalned 243 pounds in
the same length of time. )
In his report of his examinations,
made public today, Dr. Murrav says:
“In appearance the Iimprovement is
much more noticeable than is shown by
the actual physical examination. The
faces of the children appear fuller; sev-
eral who at the firést examination ex-
hiblted systems of anemla now appear
normal and, taken as a whole, thelr
countenances reflect more cheerfulness
and wéll-being than when [ first saw
them. 1 have been informed also by
their teachers that mentally they have
advanced much more rapidly than the
average puplls.”™
